Pong in the air blamed on European industry 


THE notorious 'Euro-whiff 
is back - a pungent odour 
described as smelling like 
a mixture of sulphur and 
manure. 

Whitstable and Heme Bay have 
been worst affected by the foul smell, 
which is caused by a combination of 
industrial and agricultural activity 
from an area which includes Holland, 
Belgium and parts of Germany. 

And what’s more, Canterbury has 
not escaped it either, with the power¬ 
ful pong creeping inland too. 

Manure, industrial effluent, car

fumes and fertilisers are all contribut¬ 
ing factors to the smell, which was 
first noticed last summer. 

However, recent wind patterns 
meant its unwelcome return last 
week with the most badly hit areas 
being along the coast. 

A Met Office spokeswoman told 
Yourcanterbury: “The problem is 
caused by winds blowing the smell 
across the Channel, which is why it 
is worse in coastal towns. 

“The worst case is when the smell is 
blown to these shores and then the 


wind dies down. This means it hangs 
in the air and does not shift. 

“Normally the prevailing winds in 
South East England come off the 
Atlantic and bring little or no pollu¬ 
tion. But this smell is caused when 
the wind changes and it comes from 
an easterly direction. 

“After we investigated the first com¬ 
plaints about a bad smell we discov¬ 
ered it emanated from an area rough¬ 
ly bordered by Germany, Belgium and 
the Netherlands. 

“Fresh, strong easterly winds seem 
to bring on the phenomenon and we

Popular music 
club keeps its 
licence to play

ORANGE Street Music 
Club’s licence is safe follow¬ 
ing a review prompted by a 
handful of residents living 
nearby. 

The popular club, one of the few 
dedicated music venues within the 
city walls, puts on a varied pro¬ 
gramme of jazz, folk and world 
music. 

But there was a shadow of doubt 
cast over its future ahead of Friday’s 
meeting of city council licensing 
chiefs amid complaints from neigh¬ 
bours over noise levels. 

However, the licence was granted 
and it will be business as usual for 
the popular venue - albeit with some 
conditions such as monitoring noise 
levels. 

Juliet Morris of Orange Street, 
who called for the review, provided 
diaries of nights she had suffered 
disturbance from the club. 

She said: “The disturbances includ¬ 
ed interfering with TV viewing, spoil¬ 
ing social evenings at home with 
friends, and preventing sleep. 

“Preventing sleep includes not 
going to bed before the live music fin¬ 
ishes at 11pm, when my preferred 
retiring time is actually 10pm.” 

Ann Barber also complained about 


noise, adding that noise on a Sunday 
“seems somewhat irreligious in the 
shadow of the cathedral”. 

But, despite the complaints, many 
neighbours wrote in supporting the 
club and its owners. 

In a letter supporting the licence, 
one wrote to the council: “I live next 
to Orange Street Music Club; my 
house is actually attached to the 
premises. I am not disturbed by 
either the music or people coming 
and going from the venue. In fact, I 
often enjoy going there as it is 
relaxed, friendly, and above all, safe.” 

Culture 

Others mentioned the club’s impor¬ 
tance to the cultural life of the city. 

Alex Kvutnik, of St Alphege Lane, 
said: “If this venue were to go it 
would be a detriment to all who de¬ 
light in its passion for an innovative, 
inviting, non-aggressive, exciting 
platform for both artistes to exhibit 
and customers to take pleasure in, 
and would stifle the creative talent 
and vision of our local community.” 

A notice requesting customers to 
be considerate of neighbours is to be 
prominently displayed and the club 
will be responsible for clearing away 
cigarette ends from the pavement. 

Supporters and regulars at the 
venue point to its focus on live music 
rather than heavy drinking as to the 
secret of its success in the city and its 
reputation.

received many complaints earlier this 
year.” 

Investigations into the cause of the 
smell - which was dubbed the Euro¬ 
whiff by the Met Office - have point¬ 
ed to a number of causes. 

These include pig farming, the use 
of manure as fertilisers and the 
industrial emissions of factories in 
the Ruhr area of Germany. 

Even Belgian chocolate manufac¬ 
turers have been blamed for produc¬ 
ing the pong. 

An investigation into the conditions 
which cause the smell discovered 
stagnant air is necessary across 
Europe for the stench to build up from 
a combination of causes. 

Strong winds are then needed for it 
to be bought across to England where 
it is only dispersed by further winds 
and most effectively by rain. 

Gift company to 
be wrapped up 

WEDDING firm Wrapit has gone into 
administration - leaving thousands 
of couples fearing they will not get 
their gifts. 

The firm, which has an outlet in the 
Fenwick store in Whitefriars, has 
been struggling in recent weeks as it 
tried to structure a rescue bid.

Ban as speed van 
captures Kent's 
fastest offender

A MOTORCYCLIST who doubled 
the legal speed limit - sending his 
speedometer rocketing to an incred¬ 
ible 146mph - has been banned for 
two years. 

The speed was the fastest ever recorded by a 
speed camera in Kent. 

Lewis Matanle from Marine Crescent, 
Whitstable, was clocked breaking the 70mph 
limit as he sped down the A2 in the direction of 
Dover in October last year. 

But as he gunned his Suzuki GSXR750 he 
didn’t realise he was riding into a speed trap. 

A mobile safety camera van was positioned 
there - a spot it has regularly made its home 
for the past three years. 

Matanle, 38, has been disqualified from driv¬ 
ing, ordered to pay a £400 fine and cough up 
costs of £50. He appeared last week before mag¬ 
istrates in Ashford. 

Speed camera operators say they hope this 
will send out a warning to other motorists who 
are tempted to break the speed limit. 

Katherine Barrett, spokeswoman for the 
Kent and Medway Safety Camera Partnership, 
said: “It shows that when people do these 
speeds along the roads they will be caught and 


taken before the courts. Mr Matanle should not 
have been exceeding 70mph, so this shows bla¬ 
tant disregard for his own safety and that of 
other road users. 

“We know people like to ride their bikes fast, 
but there are track days for that - the ban 
proves this will not be tolerated on public roads 
and should be a warning to other motorcyclists. 

“Motorcycle riders are a small percentage of 
the overall users of our roads but they account 


for something like 25 per cent of all fatalities.” 

The junction where he was spotted is the 
turning to Womenswold and has been a speed 
camera van site since 2005. 

The location was originally chosen as seven 
people have been killed or injured there in 
speed related crashes. 

The partnership was formed in July 2002 and 
is backed by Kent and Medway councils, the 
courts, police and the Highways Agency. 


Lifeboat called to 
rescue sinking ship 

TWO teenagers and two men had to 
be rescued after their boat started to 
sink off the coast of Whitstable at the 
weekend. 

Their 35-foot converted trawler, Caro- 
nel, suffered engine failure and was tak¬ 
ing on water when lifeboats from 
Whitstable and Southend came to the 
rescue. 

The men, aged 34 and 60, and the boys, 
aged 12 and 13, were all members of the 
same family and came from Basildon. 

An RAF search and rescue helicopter 
also attended the scene and its crew 
used pumps to stabilise the vessel. 

An RNLI spokeswoman said: “The 
older man, who was the father-in-law of 
the younger man, was taken to the 
Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother 
Hospital in Margate as he was suffering 
from the cold. The rest of the people on 
board were taken ashore at Sheemess 
and the damaged boat was taken to 
Southend.” 

The incident has prompted a warning 
from Thames Coatguard. 

Watch manager Aimee Neale said: 
“Always make sure you have the right 
equipment on board and ensure you 
know how to use it in an emergency.”

TRIBUTES were being paid this week 
to John Law - the Heme Bay East 
county councillor who died at the 
weekend after a short illness. 

Mr Law was elected to the county 
council as a Conservative member 
seven years ago, serving on a number 
of important committees. 

Previously he had been a governor 
at the former Sir William Nottidge 
School in Whitstable. 

A retired general manager, Mr Law 
had worked at several major compa¬ 
nies including ICI, Lamp Metals, GTE 
products corporation and the 
Whitstable Improvement Tmst. 

Kent County Council leader Paul 
Carter said: “John was a first rate 
councillor using to the full his analyti¬ 
cal brain and comprehensive business 
experience. He was determined the 
county council should remove all 
unnecessary bureaucracy and squeeze 
out inefficiency at all times, endeav¬ 
ouring to deliver low taxation and 
improved services to the people of 
Kent.” 

He leaves wife Jean - the 
Canterbury councillor and former 
deputy leader. 

Mr Carter added: “Our sympathy, 
thoughts and prayers are with his 
wife Jean and his family.” 


A CRACKDOWN on people carry¬ 
ing weapons saw a metal detecting 
archway put in place at Canterbury, 
Whitstable and Heme Bay train 
stations. 

More than 400 people were 
scanned by the machine, which was 
also set up near the Talk of the 
Town nightclub in Heme Bay for an 
evening. 

Police were hoping to cut the 
number of knives, guns and knuck¬ 
ledusters carried on trains and 
taken into nightspots. 

A 41-year-old Heme Bay man was 
arrested at the town’s train station 
for possessing an offensive weapon 
- a lock knife - and issued with a 
caution. 

Supt Chris Hogben said: “The 
archway is one of the methods we 
are using across east Kent to ensure 
those going out in the evening are 
deterred from carrying knives. 

“Our operation demonstrated we 
are committed to ensuring our com-

munities and people visiting towns 
to enjoy a night out can do so safely. 

“Those who walked through the 
archway were in favour and sup¬ 
ported what we are doing, saying 
they felt reassured and would wel¬ 
come further such operations tak¬ 
ing place. 

“I think we received just three 
comments that were not in support 
of the action.” 

The operation was supported by 
special constabulary, officers from 
British Transport Police and rail 
staff. 

A fine was issued during the 
evening for trespass on the railway. 

Signs were displayed around the 
archway to explain its purpose and 
it is being used across east Kent 
this summer as part of the police’s 
on-going bid to banish violence from 
our streets.

Tributes pour in for 
fence firm's 'Guvnor'

A FENCING tycoon who built his 
family business into a national 
brand, has died. 

Ian Jackson, from Stelling Minnis, died 
peacefully on July 26, aged 78, after a long ill¬ 
ness. 

Known as the ‘Guvnor’, he founded Jacksons 
Fencing with his father Harry Sands Jackson 
in 1947. From humble beginnings, they start¬ 
ed off supplying the farming community 
around Canterbury, building the business to 
become one of Britain’s leading manufacturers 
of fencing. 

And this week, as friends and relatives 
turned out to pay their final respects as he was 
laid to rest at St John the Baptist Church in 
Mersham, near Ashford on Monday, they paid 
tribute to him. 

Son Richard said: “My father was, above all, 
a man of great integrity who valued honesty 
and fairness in his relationships. 

“It was these values that he applied from his

private life to his business. It’s his legacy to my 
family and remains the cornerstone of 
Jacksons Fencing.” 

Bom in London, his childhood ambition was 
to become a farmer, and at the age of 16, he 
persuaded his father, a typesetter with the 
Times newspaper, to uproot the family to 


Dover, where they bought a smallholding to 
launch a poultry farm. 

However, the fencing stakes and rails they 
made themselves for the farm were spotted by 
fellow farmers. Demand soon rose and the 
Jackson family scrapped the idea of raising 
chickens and started producing agricultural 
fencing instead. 

The business grew quickly from its base, 
fuelled by consistent local and national adver¬ 
tising, leading to the opening of branches in 
Bath and Chester and through referrals from 
happy customers. 

In the 1980s, while as chairman and manag¬ 
ing director, Mr Jackson expanded the busi¬ 
ness further by opening a workshop for the 
manufacture of steel security fencing and 
gates. These days, the company he founded 
with his father employs more than 250 people 
and remains a family business. 

His eldest son Richard is at the helm; 
younger son Peter is on the board and his 
daughter Elizabeth and granddaughter 
Tammy both hold key positions. 

He is survived by his wife Isobel, three chil¬ 
dren and three grand children. 


CONFERENCE ENDS PEACEFULLY 


The Lambeth Conference came to a 
conclusion on Sunday with the event 
passing off without any of the feared 
protests on the issue of homosexuality. 

The topic was top of the agenda for the 
once-every-decade get-together of top 
Anglican bishops from across the world 
which finished its three-week timetable 
with a service at Canterbury Cathedral. 

The event was attended by 650 bishops 
from around the world but was boycotted 
by a further 200. 

During the conference one group of 
leading clergymen from Africa and Asia 
called for controversial gay cleric Gene 
Robinson - the non-celibate bishop of New 
Hampshire, USA - to be thrown out of the 
Church. But there were no demonstrations 
about the ordination of Bishop Robinson, 
who attended several functions on the 
conference's fringe. 

Archbishop of Canterbury Dr Rowan 
Williams said "pieces were on the board" 
to resolve the row about gay clergy and 
same sex unions. But he added there was 
still work to do to bring all sides together.

City lends support 
to battle against 
JobCentre closure 


CITY council chiefs have joined 
the growing chorus of opposition 
battling plans to close Whitstable 
JobCentre. 

The centre is on a hit-list drawn up by the 
Department of Work and Pensions, which 
plans to shut the centre in the High Street 
and divert users to Heme Bay. 

But the move has prompted an angry out¬ 
cry from townsfolk who are determined not 
to lose another community service. It has 
also angered MP Julian Brazier, who says he 
is amazed at the decision to close it after a 
similar decision to close the centre in 
Faversham. They are now also backed by 
Canterbury council, which has thrown its 
weight behind the fight. 

A council spokesman said: “The city council 
was against the closure of the JobCentre the 
last time it was proposed, back in 2003, and 
we remain against it now. 

“It would have a real impact on disadvan¬ 
taged communities who need access to 
JobCentre services the most, which is com¬ 
pletely unacceptable. It wasn’t right in 2003, 
and it’s not right in 2008.” 

It is hoped a concerted push by people 
between now and August 26 - the date when 
the consultation period into the plans closes 
- may force a rethink. 

A recent petition collected by volunteers in

Whitstable town centre, collected hundreds 
of signatures. 

Canterbury MP Julian Brazier said: “I was 
disappointed to learn that Whitstable’s 
JobCentre Plus is threatened with closure, 
particularly following the loss of the 
Faversham office. 

“The original comments of the public in 
2003 are still pertinent now and, since these 
comments persuaded them to abandon the 
proposal then, I wonder what is so different 
now? 

“I was especially disappointed that consul¬ 
tation is taking place over August when 
Parliament is not sitting and many opinion 
formers are away.” 

Whitstable JobCentre serves about 170 
people. If the centre closes, they will be trans¬ 
ferred to Heme Bay, more than five miles 
away. 

Mr Brazier added: “Being no longer able to 
walk to the JobCentre, unemployed 
Whitstable residents would have to spend 
their restricted income on bus transport in 
order to attend their fortnightly job search 
reviews.”

Helping stem the 
flood of misery 



DOCKYARD: Chatham's naval link is long and historic

GOVERNMENT funding has been prom¬ 
ised for homes not protected by adequate 
flood defences but at risk from rising water 
levels. 

In recent years the county has seen flooding cause 
costly damage to properties and misery for homeowners 
in the Maidstone area - particularly around the villages 
of Yalding and Collier Street. 

Areas of Sheppey Thanet and land to the north of 
Dover have also been highlighted as threatened and 
recently flood defences have been installed along the 
coast of Romney Marsh. 

The Swale, Thames and Medway estuaries are also 
places which have concerned environmentalists. 

The Department for Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs (Defra) has now reacted by pledging at least £5 
million nationally to homes at risk of flooding. 

This will enable individual properties to be assisted - 
mainly in areas where large-scale defences such as walls 
and flood barriers are not available. 

Environment Minister Phil Woolas said: “Traditional 
community level defences are not a viable answer to 
flooding in all areas, but individual householders can 
make a big difference themselves by protecting their 
properties. 

“The Government wants to support people in making 
relatively simple changes which can nevertheless have a 
huge impact on a property’s resilience. 

“Measures such as door-boards, air-brick covers, water¬ 
proof walls and floors, and raised electrics, can all reduce 
any potential damage caused by floodwater. 

“Research suggests that these measures can cut the 
financial costs of flooding by 50 to 80 per cent. They 
lessen the disruption and distress, and can halve the 
amount of time it takes to dry out and repair a property. 

“Putting a package of measures in place can cost 
£4,000 to £5,000 for the average semi-detached house, 
but it could prevent flood damage of up to tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds, as well as the attendant distress and 
disruption that flooding can cause.” RAISED AWARENESS: Cash is being pledged to help protect those homes at risk of flooding 



Island people 
raise a glass 
to centuries of 
naval tradition 

I THE majority of people in Kent see them¬ 
selves as members of an island race which has 
historic ties with the Royal Navy and its tradi¬ 
tion of maritime heroics. 

The county has strong ties with the Navy 
such as Chatham Dockyard, the Cinque Ports 
and the Dover Patrol of both world wars. 

A massive 83 per cent of the people ques¬ 
tioned on behalf of Wood’s 100 Old Navy Rum 
stated their belief that British history has 
been influenced by the Navy and its traditions 
- compared with a national average of 75 per 
cent. Also 79 per cent felt that Britain’s naval 
heritage should be taught at school, again 
slightly higher than the national average at 77 
per cent. 

Sarah Pace, of Wood’s Rum, said: 
“Traditionally the Navy has been the ‘silent 
service’ - as an island nation it has been 
assumed that everyone knows Britain needs a 
Navy. 

“But perhaps the time has come for the Navy 
to shout about its forgotten contributions and 
make people better aware of its influence on 
our national identity. 

“There is a willingness to learn and we are 
trying to play our part in raising awareness of 

I traditions. Rum played an intrinsic part in the 
Navy’s history and therefore that of the coun¬ 
try.”

Our frogs under 
threat from 
deadly disease 

TWO lethal diseases are threatening to kill 
every frog in Kent, according to a leading 
expert. 

London Zoo senior scientist Dr Andrew 
Cunningham said: “There have been 
reports in Kent of people waking up and 
finding their lawns covered in dead frogs.” 

Killer Chytrid fungus has been found in 
two parts of the county, one west and one 
east, in the last two years. 

Both are completely wild areas where 
frogs, toads and newts live. 

He added that more worrying is the rapid 
spread of Ranavirus, which could destroy 
Britain’s entire amphibian population. 

He believes people keeping exotic 
amphibeans as pets then releasing them, 
are probably to blame 

He said people are most likely to see the 
deaths in their own gardens. “The number 
of victims is often way in excess of what 
people thought were living there. 

“The virus was most likely introduced by 
people getting rid of exotic amphibian pets, 
which then in turn infected the local popu¬ 
lation. I would urge people not to dump 
their unwanted pets in the countryside, or 
even domestic ponds for that matter.” 

London Zoo has teamed up with the char¬ 
ity Froglife, which has campaigned for 
amphibian conservation since 1989. 

Spokesman Lucy Benyon said: “It is 
extremely important the amphibian popu¬ 
lation is protected. 

“We are losing literally thousands of frogs 
and toads a year to these two diseases. 

“Now we need people across Kent and the 
rest of the country to check on their frogs 
and toads and report back seeing dead ones, 
particularly if they appear to have skin 
problems. 

“It can be very 
obvious that a 
frog was sick 
before it died. 

“I want to 
also reas¬ 
sure people 
that these 
two dis¬ 
eases 

have no effect on 
humans.”

THE highlight of the Broad¬ 
stairs social calendar will 
begin this week, offering 
more than 500 events to 
suit every taste. 

The packed programme for Folk 
Week includes an array of great 
artists performing in a variety of 
styles. According to festival director 
Jo Tuffs, its diversity is probably the 
key to the event’s success. 

“We have lots of small events as 
well as big headline acts and there’s 
lots of free music in the pubs,” she 
said. “There’s music at the bandstand 
practically all day and there’s a big 
mix of acts. People all have a differ¬ 
ent type of festival. If you ask a vari¬ 
ety of people about it, their experi¬ 
ences would all be different.” 

Folk Week began life in 1965 as the 
brainchild of the late Jack Hamilton, 
who believed Broadstairs was the 
perfect spot for a celebration of folk 
music. Over the years it has grown 
and developed, finding a natural 
focal point in Pierremont Park and 
with more people getting involved. 

This year’s many highlights 
include Eliza Carthy, the Poozies, 
Cara Dillon, Dave Pegg and PJ 
Wright, The Bully Wee Band and 
Robb Johnson, to name just a few. 

There is not just great music on 
offer - festival-goers will have plenty 
of opportunities to move their danc¬ 


ing feet at the ceilidhs, Latin and jazz 
nights. 

The fun gets under way at the 
Pavilion on Friday with Another 
Look At Country, starring The 
Mountain Firework Company and 
Happy Trails. 

The Pavilion will also host the last 
event of the week on August 18, the 
final ceilidh with The Climax Ceilidh 
Band and Gordon Potts. There will 
also be opportunities to get involved 
in the many workshops, which will 
focus on song, music and dance styles 
from across the world. Shoppers will 
unearth a wonderful array of goodies 
at the ever-popular craft fair. 

The number of people attracted to 
Broadstairs during Folk Week has 
been estimated at about 100,000, 
many of whom simply want to enjoy 


the great atmosphere. Mrs Tuffs 
spoke of the impact that the festival 
has on the local economy, now that it 
is such a popular attraction for locals 
and tourists alike. 

“I think it’s massively important 
that it goes ahead,” she said. “It’s 
easy for us to say that, but from an 
economic point of view we know the 
success of the festival means some 
businesses can survive the winter. 

“It seems to promote a thriving 
scene in Broadstairs for the rest of 
the year, such as in pubs, because 
they know there’s an audience.”

Is the truth still out 
there? 

After six years away from the 
world of the paranormal, alien 
invasions and spooky phenome¬ 
na, it seems that now, the answer 
is a resounding yes, with FBI 
agents Mulder and Scully back in 
business with a brand new X- 
Files movie. 

But according to David 
Duchovny, who returns as Fox 
Mulder, it feels like they’ve never 
really been away. 

“I never thought about it end¬ 
ing,” he says. “We always had the 
desire to grow the TV show into a 
movie franchise. We didn’t really 
want it to end. 

‘We loved the show, we loved 
the characters, and we enjoyed 
working with one another.” 

Gillian Anderson, who returns 
as Dana Scully, and who is cur¬ 
rently six months pregnant with 
her third child, agreed to do the 
film without so much as a glance 
at the finished script. 

She admits of the film, which 
was co-written and directed by X- 
Files creator Chris Carter: “We’d 
had the discussion early on, that 
were it ever to come to fruition, 
we’d all be on board for another 
film. With six years having passed 
when we’d been doing other 
things professionally and person¬ 
ally, it felt like good timing.” 

Hugely successful, The X-Files 
spawned a movie and ran for nine 
TV seasons, with viewers in more 
than 60 countries glued to Mulder 
and Scully’s investigations into 
unsolved cases involving paranor¬ 
mal phenomena. But shooting the 
series for ten months a year took 
its toll on David, who left after 
eight seasons in 2002. 

He admits: “I had to leave 
because of the time commitment. 
It was never, ‘God, I hate the 


show! I can’t stand working with 
these people!”’ 

However, David was keen to 
step back into Mulder’s shoes for 
the film with both agents having 
left the FBI. Scully - now working 
as a doctor - and Mulder are liv¬ 
ing together. But their relation¬ 
ship is tested when FBI agent 
Dakota Whitney (Amanda Peet) 
asks Mulder to help investigate 
the disappearance of a female 
agent, with the help of psychic 


and convicted paedophile, Father 
Joseph (Billy Connolly). 

Gillian says: “Even though we’re 
not working side by side through¬ 
out the whole film, there’s that 
intensity between the characters 
and the thriller storyline at the 
same time.” 

The film also sees the resump¬ 
tion of the powerful on-screen 
chemistry between David and 
Gillian. Despite the actors having 
rarely been in contact with each

other in recent years, they both 
admit they were able to recreate 
their characters’ special relation¬ 
ship without too much effort. 

“The chemistry between David 
and I is something that is there 
naturally,” Gillian explains. “It 
has been there despite ourselves, 
no matter what moods we’re in or 
what was going on in our person¬ 
al lives. 

“No matter how we felt on a par¬ 
ticular day - when we were in a 
scene together, the chemistry was 
there. There are shades of it in 
other projects I’ve done. But 
there’s something different with 
David and that’s the unexplain¬ 
able bit.” 

Since The X-Files ended, both 
David and Gillian have distanced 
themselves from Mulder and 
Scully with a variety of different 
projects. Gillian impressed in 
Dickensian BBC drama Bleak 
House while David returned to 
TV in cult US hit Califomication. 

So will David and Gillian be 
interested in opening the X-Files 
again? 

“We’ll see,” says David. “It works 
and it can work forever as long as 
the stories are good,” he adds.

County dismisses 
extra homes idea 

SUGGESTIONS from an independent 
body that the Government should 
increase its house-building programme 
have been given short shrift at County 
Hall. 

Kent County Council is urging minis¬ 
ters to reject the latest call to build more 
homes in the south. 

Cabinet member Cllr Roger Gough 
said enough homes for the next 20 years 
were already planned. 

He was speaking after the National 
Housing and Planning Advice Unit, an 
independent body set up by the 
Government, recommended housing 
stock should be increased by between 18 
and 55 per cent to between 37,800 and 
49,700 homes a year. 

This compares with 28,900 homes a 
year in the draft South East Plan, which 
emphasises growth areas around 
Ashford and along the Thames estuary. 

Cllr Gough said: “We have a set of 
numbers that have already been 
through a lengthy and rigorous process 
as part of the South East Plan and we 
should stick to them. 

“We already have the key infrastruc¬ 
ture for these homes either in place or 
planned over the next 20 years. It would 
be wrong to add to the pressure on Kent 
and other parts of the South East at this 
stage. 

“The increase recommended by this 
agency seems disproportionate to our 
needs. We should be very wary of the 
Government taking this seriously.” 

Down from London 

PROPERTY market experts say an 
influx of London wealth could raise prop¬ 
erty prices in Ashford. 

The town’s housing market is expected 
to benefit as the high-speed rail link 
moves closer, pushing prices much high¬ 
er than they now are - just above the 
regional average - to something rivalling 
those seen in and around towns such as 
Tunbridge Wells and Sevenoaks.

MADELEINE Rose estate agents are 
selling a five-bedroom listed house in 
Kenardington for £599,950 that has all 
the features you’d want from a tradition¬ 
al Kentish home. 

It is only seven miles from Ashford, but 
if it was nearer to Tunbridge Wells, the 
asking price would be nearer seven fig¬ 
ures, according to market analysts.

Sun, sea, sand - and

LOW property prices and the 
resort’s popularity with families - 
who appreciate its sandy beaches - 
have led to Broadstairs being 
named as one of the top coastal 
towns in which to buy property 
according to a national survey. 

Experts say its down-to-earth image is also a 
plus, in contrast with other towns which have 
become fashionable among people who want a 
quick trip to a not-to-dissimilar alternative to 
London.

Hill-on-Sea and has retained its atmosphere,” 
said Charles Bainbridge, partner at Colebrook 
Sturrock, which has offices across east Kent. 

He said those in search of quieter beach life 
head to Joss Bay, which is popular with local 
surfers; Kingsgate Bay, where steps makes 
pushchair access tricky; and Viking Bay. 

Analysts say prices are relatively low. People 
can pick up a basic one-bedroom flat in town 
for about £100,000 and a four or five-bedroom 
semi or detached house for £250,000. 

Ancient Lights, a three-bedroom Edwardian 
maisonette overlooking the pier, is on the mar¬ 
ket for £495,000. 


By contrast, it is difficult to buy a beachside 
house in Whitstable for less than £500,000. 

“It’s a good bet for investment over the next 
five to 10 years,” Mr Bainbridge said. 

“Along with the rest of the Kent coast, 
Broadstairs is likely to benefit from improve¬ 
ments in rail services from December next 
year, which will see domestic services travel¬ 
ling at 140mph down the high-speed line from 
London St Pancras to the Channel tunnel, 
used so far only by Eurostar.” 

The survey reflects market findings that the 
downturn in the property market has been felt 
less in Kent than in other parts of the UK 
because of the area’s excellent transport links 
and proximity to London.

For the muscular new Mercedes-Benz CLC 
looks like a coupe based on the latest highly 
competent C-Class saloon, when it is really 
a ‘re-bottled’ Sports Coupe based on the 
previous C-Class.

But while the CLC deserves a second look

Yours truly was at the wheel with a three- 
man Motors TV video crew aboard plus 
two cameras and other gear tucked beneath 
the rear hatch. 

The little Merc coped with everything 
thrown at it in terms of comfort too, apart from 
the air con failing to cope with ‘four-up’ on a 
hot humid day. 

Having proved that the CLC could deal with 
a motorway commute even when fully laden, I 
later tackled some country roads and discov¬ 
ered how much the old Sports Coupe’s flabby 
ride quality and cornering had been sorted; 
this revised car copes better and even the 
relatively modest 122bhp of the test car - a 
150bhp version of the same 2,148cc turbod¬ 
iesel is the likely best-seller - made the CLC 
feel lively and assured. 

The coupe also seems well-built and 
standard kit is reasonable though not overly 
generous, probably to keep the CLC below 
that psychological £20,000 barrier, but the M- 
B marketing machine has been astute with 
the options packages and our car had the 
£1,050 five-speed auto ‘box with steering 
wheel gearchange ‘paddles’, plus cruise control 
- worth thinking about.

OUR PICK FROM A KEY SECTOR 


AFFORDABLE COUPES carsferkent.co.uk i 

SUPERCARS are all well and good, but you can have fun for a lot less cash with a sports coupe from less glamorous carmakers, 
especially when these hit the used market. Two of our choices here represent superb value for money and while the original Audi TT 
was a premium purchase new, the numbers available secondhand make them an accessible and, in most cases, easily maintained sporting 
option. This trio also make a nice eye-catching change from speccd-up three-door hatchbacks masguerading under the label 'coupe'. 



ONCE Hyundai sorted out the styling and quality glitches of early 
generations, the Korean brand's 'reliable budget four-seat coupe' 
proposition was bound to take off. The latest coupe is beefier and 
smarter and confirms what great value the car is. The chassis cannot 
rival the Toyota Celica, but delivers great fun with modest outlay. For 
0-60mph in 8.2 seconds, there is also the 2.7 V6 version. You may 
also find a car with some of Hyundai's five-year warranty still intact. 


DESPITE a drippy name, the last (seventh generation) Celica - at 
least for now - is a class act that justifies some extra investment. 
It was a sophisticated drive, yet still very practical with good seat¬ 
ing for four plus a useful rear hatchback and load area. The styling 
is timeless, so it doesn't matter that this version was launched in 
2000. Best of all, it has a range of free-revving engines, great 
chassis and built-in Toyota reliability - an unsung hero. 



SEEMINGLY out of nowhere, Audi created the retro-styled TT Coupe 
- an instant classic evoking the lines and spirit of the great pre-war 
Auto Union racers. The chic retro theme continues inside the car, 
which is beautifully made. The original TT's only weakness was a 
chassis that failed to reach the high standards of contemporaries 
like the Porsche Boxster, but the blend of fun, style and image is 
hard to beat at really quite affordable prices now for most versions.

Water way to save

SOUTH East businesses must 
act now if they want to avoid a 
future water crisis, according to 
sustainable business experts 
Envirowise. 

It says the fuel crisis will pale in compar¬ 
ison to the impact limited water supplies 
and resulting price hikes could have if busi¬ 
nesses continue current consumption levels 
and waste millions of litres a day. 

Water is becoming an increasingly expen¬ 
sive resource, with the average bill from 
UK water companies set to rise by 18 per 
cent during the next five years. 

Supplies are already being stretched and 
businesses in the South East use nearly 1.5 
billion cubic metres every year. 

New research from Envirowise shows the 
biggest business water users are those in 
this region, followed by the North West and 
Wales, with manufacturers, retailers, hotels 
and restaurants all having a key part. 

The firm estimates businesses in the 
South East could make annual savings of 
up to 494 milli on cubic metres of water, 
worth around £523 million per year, and 
has launched a new free resource efficiency 
initiative to help them. 

Elaine Sharp, programme marketing 
manager at Envirowise, a government 
funded programme that offers practical 
environmental advice for businesses, says: 
“Water is still considered by many as a 
cheap and limitless resource. The reality is 
that we are using far too much of it and this 
is putting pressure on existing supplies.” 

It says a business can make savings of up 
to 30 per cent off its water and effluent 
bills, and these can increase to 50 per cent 
by investing in long-term water saving 
projects and water-efficient technology. 

Ms Sharp says: “There are many simple, 
no-cost ways of improving water efficiency, 
including fixing taps and installing water¬ 
saving devices. A tap dripping two drops a 
second across a year, for example, could 
waste nearly 10,000 litres of water.” 

The initiative - called Rippleffect - is 
open to businesses of any size in England 
and the deadline for joining the six-month 
programme is September 10.

England choose KP 
ahead of Kent's Key 

ROB Key failed to make a shock return to 
the England team after being widely tipped 
to succeed Ashes-winning captain Michael 
Vaughan. 

Key, who last 
played for England 
against South 
Africa in 2005, was 
a favourite of many 
to take over from 
Vaughan, who quit 
as skipper after 
England lost the 
third Test at 
Edgbaston and 
with it the series. 

England One-Day 
captain Paul 
Collingwood also 
stood down from his 
post at the week¬ 
end, which left the

plines. Kevin Pietersen, however, got the 
nod from selectors to take over both roles on 
Monday, although it is believed Kent cap¬ 
tain Key was part of a shortlist including 
Andrew Strauss and Alastair Cook. 

Former England fast bowler and current 
Yorkshire captain Darren Gough believes 
choosing Key would have been a better long¬ 
term approach. 

He said: “Appointing Rob Key would be a 
good move now, to draw a line under the 
recent past and make a fresh start.” 

While former players and cricket writers 
pushed for the inclusion of Key, one of his ex- 
England team-mates, Graham Thorpe, felt 
the Kent skipper would need to establish 
himself in the side before taking on the cap¬ 
taincy. 

He said: “It would be a tremendous 
amount of pressure to place upon Rob, who 
should first be given the chance to prove 
himself in Tests again.” 

Although Key missed out on being named 
captain, he is widely tipped to make a 
return to the Test squad that will tour India 
in the winter. 

He will be battling for a place with 
Middlesex star Owais Shah and Essex all- 
rounder Ravi Bopara. 

While Key contemplates a return to the 
England set up and a winter tour to India, 
his Kent side will definitely not be making 
the trip overseas after it was confirmed they 
have been denied an opportunity to take 
part in the inaugural Champions League. 

As suspected, their inclusion of ‘rebel’ 
Indian Cricket League stars Justin Kemp 
and Azhar Mahmood has meant Kent were 
not invited to take part in the £2.4 million 
Champions League by organisers and rival 
group, the Indian Premier League. 

Twenty20 Cup winners Middlesex have 
been invited and it is expected Essex, who 
Kent beat in the semi-final, may take the 
Spitfires’ place in the Champions League.
